Court of General Sessions, indulged in 
a bit of sarcasm more biting than we 
are accustomed to hear from the 
bench, in sentencing a prisoner to the 
Elmira reformatory. on Wednesday. 
The prisoner was Emil H. Neumer, a 
clerk of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, who had been convicted of 
complicity in the robbery of a policy 
from the Equitable Company's vaults. 
“Your methods were very crude and 
bungling,” said Justice Foster, ad- 
dressing the prisoner. “If you had, 
instead of collusion with an outsider, 
colluded with an insider and thereby 


then divided with the other man, the 


result would have been as hurtful to 


policy holders, but possibly you would 
not have been at the bar of justice.” 
The judicial sarcasm was probably 
wasted in this ease, but it is none the 
less forceful and none the less true for 
that reason. “Collusion’ with an in- 
sider" of the Equitable, to steal mil- 
lions, appears heretofore to have me 
with success instead of a prison sen- 
tence. It is barely possible that prison 
sentences are awaiting some of those 
who, by inside collusion. have cause 
milliéns of the Equitabte’s assets to 
disappear; but ff such punishment 
awaits the guilty ones, it has not as 
yet been made apparent. 
Procedure more drastic than the 
conviction and sentence of a thieving 
clerk will be necessary before the 
affairs of the Equitable can vo 


its policy holders and the general pub- 
lic. Of course the petty thieves ought 
to be convicted—convicted and pun- 
ished according to their deserts, every 
one of them. But the pursuit of the 
petty thieves should not be allowed to 
become so strenuous thet it will ovor- 
shadow the pursuit of higher game.

CAUSE THAT FAILED. 

About the deddest strike in the 
country today is that of the Chicago 
teamsters, which was begun some 
months ago against the firm of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., out of alleged 
sympathy for the garment .workers 
employed by that firm, who had pre- 
viously gone out oa strike. After 
weeks and weeks of rioting and 
bloodshed, during which several 
persons were killed and many 
others wounded—crimes due. prin- 
cipally to the neglect of Mayor 
Dunne to perform his duty—the strike 
has fallen so flat that the affiliated 
unions in Chicago have refused longer 
to recognize or support it.

Dill Has Beon Appointed | 
in New Jersey. 1 

(New York Sun:] James B. Dill of 
the bar of New York und the bar of 
New Jersey is somewhat of a humorist. 
He must be amused at the astonish- 
ment caused by his appointment to be 
a judge of the Court of Errors and 
Appeals in New Jergey, and at the 
significance attached to his acceptance 
of that eminent post, at the supposed 


sacrifice of a tlutrative corporation 
practice.

Di that the court which he is to 
adorn “is made up of six judges who 
sit with the Chief. Justice and the 
Chancellor of the State.” The World 
finds its extraordinary that “a great 
corporation lawyers prefers to accept 
a $3000 position on the bench rather 
than render the peculiar services which 
are now the price of the princely fees 
that Wall street pays to its legal ac- 
complices Another New York jour- 
nal announces that Mr. Dill hopes to 
reach the bench of the United States 
Supreme Court by way of this New 
Jersey “judgeship.” Still another news- 
paper credits him with abandoning in 
income of $300,000 a year from his law 
practice to become a judge with a 
salary of $3000, and adds that “one of 
the last things he did before accepting 
the new place was to refuse a retainer 
of $25.000 offered by an insurance 
financier.”

Les Angeles Negroes There Send 
Encouraging Reports to Brethren, 
and Urge Them to Come—Plans 
Maturing for Exodus from his 
City and Outside Points. 


“Maa never is, but always to be 
blessed,” sang the old poet. And an 
excmplification of this trite expression 
is manifest in Los Angeles, where a 
movement just now is on foot to carry 
people away from this paradise on 
earth to the practically unknown lands 
of Liberia. 

Despite the fact, which has attracted 
considerable comment, that hundreds 
of negro families have been pouring 
into Los Angeles from the Southern 
States within the past two years, and. 
that the negro population of both Los 

a Pasadena has almost 
doubled within this period, because of 
the increased opportunities for colored 
men to make progress over their con- 
ditions in the South, there is spread- 
ing out among some of these people 
a desire to go to Liberia, where they 
will be a part of a real negro gov- 
ernment, and can have the greatest 
scope in national life. 

Even now Los Angeles has its rep- 
resentatives in Liberia, and it is mainiy 
through their encouraging letters and 
reports that the leaven for African 
colonization is working here. An- 
other factor which sowed seed that is 
now maturing, was the great World's 
Methodist conference held in Los An- 
geles last May. At that time Dr. 
Camphor, a colored man of much prom- 
inence in both secular and church at- 
fairs in Liberia, was in Los Angeles, 
and spread among his black-skinned 
brethren the attractions of the far-off 
land. In this he was ably” seconded 
by Dr Williams, Who was also attend- 
ing the conference. Williams is a na-

The average price per barrel 
for the entire United States is .864, as 
against .9426 during 1903 and .8019 for 
1902, a decline of .0786 or nearly 8 cents 
in one year.

value is $8,265,434 against $7,399,349 in 
1908 and $4,873,617 in 1902.

The Order of the Wan. : 
Of all the orders of knighthood in 
the Old World, the most remarkable 
and unique is undoubtedly the Order 
of the Swan, of which there is but one 
solitary member, namely, the German 
Emprese, in her capacity as Queen of 
Prussia. It was founded in 1443 by 
Elector Frederick II of Brandenburg, 
surnamed the “Iron Jawed,“ both for 
men and for women, ten into abey- 
ance at the time of the Reformation, 
and was revived in the early part of 
the last century by the then King of 
Prussia in favor of Queen Louise, the 
revised statutes providing that its 


membership should’ be restricted ex- 


clusively to the Queens of Prussia for 
the time being. It has been worn in 
turn by Queen Louise, by her daugh- 
ter-in-law, Queen Elizabeth, by the 
late Empress Augusta and the late 
Empress Frederick. The insignia con- 
sists of a gold chain tn Which dia- 
monds alternate with ruby hearts, to 
which is suspended a medallion of the 
Madonna and Child, to which in turn 
ts hung a silver swan surrounded by a 
species of ring or frame of exquisite 
pearis. With this goes a star worn on 
the left shoulder, on which the swan, 
the Madonna and the Savior are rep- 
resented.
